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USING FOREIGN DESIGHS. 

For the next four weeks the second 
International Exhibition of Applied 
Art will be on view at the Metro- 
politan-Museum.. It will then.trayel 
to several other cities for the pleas- 
ure and instruction of people in the 
East and in the Middle West. The 
public in general and American 
manufacturers in particular will 
have the benefit of comparing the 
best foreign achievements with the 
work of our own designers. This 
time two products, rugs and glass, 
are shown. Copies of the designs of 
the Far and Near East have set the 
standard of Occidental rugs for 
many years. Now modern patterns 
are being tried, and the new motives 
used by half a dozen European 
makers will, it is hoped, offer sug- 
gestions to Americans. Table glass 
and purely decorative glass have 
tempted many artists to work in 
that fascinating medium in the last 
twenty-five years. Sweden, Ger- 
many, Italy and other countries 
have supplied many interesting 
pieces. France, which has developed 
the glass worker’s.art to a high 
plane, has sent a few things which 
the directors praise wafmly, but it 
has sent them under protest. 

French artists and manufacturers 
are justifiably proud of their prod- 
uct, and they contributed generously 
to the first exhibition, consisting of 
ceramics. But they declared a boy- 
cott against loans to future exhibi- 
tions because they resent the use 
made of their work by Americans. 
Their charges, as explained by Mr. 
CHARLES R. RICHARDS in his intro- 
duction to the catalogue of the show, 
constitute a serious reflection on 
our manufacturers. Instead of ac- 
cepting foreign designs as a stimu- 
lus and a standard of comparison, 
many of our leaders_in‘ the art in- 
dustries’' have copied them whole- 
sale, They have, given’ French art~ 
ists neither money nor credit for 
their original work. It is small con- 
solation that with our’ technical 
facilities we have made excellent 
copies. Mr, RICHARDS admits. that 
there are some striking exceptions. 
Officials of at least two important 
silk coripahies have refused to salve 
their consciences by “ borrowing.”’ 
what the foreign artist cannot ‘pro- 
tect. They have, moreover, recog- 
nized the importance to native art 
of encouraging our own designers. 
Some charming, very popular and 
thoroughly. American printed silks, 
signed by the artist, have ‘resulted 
from their striving for a higher 
standard of ethics as well as of art. 

Reproduction of European forms 
of all kinds in this country is a habit 
of long standing. Now that foreign 
artists are striking out on modernist: 
paths, we should break away along 
lines of our own... It is easy to cling 
to the old habit; but it is unjust to 
both groups of artists. Our manu- 
facturers must realize that artistic 
ideas are not.to be picked up for 


| nothing. If they will not give proper 


credit and remuneration to the 
French artist, as our reputable 
shops pay handsomely for a name 
and dress from a French.couturiére, 
they should budget a fair sum for 
the creations of American designers.

MONT PELEE IN ERUPTION. 


Since about the middle of Sep- 
tember Mont Pelée, in Martinique, 
whose “fire blast” destroyed the 
city of St. Pierre with all its 30,000 
inhabitants but one in May, 1902, 
has been in eruption six times: At 
the time, few belicved that human 
beings would ever live in St. Pierre 
again. A visitor in 1906 .ound that 
one of the streets had been cleared 
to serve as a highway between the 
villages of Ceron and Précheur, but 
no one had dared to set up his pe- 
nates‘in what was left of St. Pierre, 
“Not. a cry,”: said this. observer. 
“not a sound goes up from that 
“ dead city, which is being shrouded 
“forevér in its tomb of verdure.” 
LAFCAD10. HEARN predicted that “ the 
“green host will move down: un- 
“opposed, dislocating the tombs, 
“ pulling away the checkered til- 
“ing,” and that all would be “ab- 
“ sorbed into the rich juices of na- 
“ture, revitalized in her bursts of 
“color, resurrected in. her upliftings 
“of emerald and gold to the great 
“ sun. ” 

Dread of the crater did not ‘keep 
settlers away. Perhaps they. came 
at first by twos and, threes. By. 
December, 1923, the population had 
increased to, 1,000, and the new St. 
Pierre had a Mayor. He was a sugar 
planter at Parnassus on a spur of 
Mont ‘Pelée. “Bah!” he said; “she 
“will not gobble us up in the same 
“century at any rate.” It is true 
that the crater had ‘heen’ inactive 
for fifty-one.years before the great 
convulsion. of 1902. There were 
portents of it for days, however, be- 
fore, the..disaster, ..A. few, fearful. 
people made their. way to the other 
side of the island or went by boat 
to Fort de’ France.) Suddenly the 
catastrophe burst, “in. the twin- 
kling -of an eye,” said Osmr,. the 
naturalist. The first. news of the 
horror came from: Louis H. AYME, 
the American Consul in Guadelotipe, 
and the New York papers at once 
sent reporters to the scene. 

The spouting of, ashes now in- 
creases in density from week to 
week, but. the dreadful lesson of 
1902 is not lost upon the govern- 
ment of the island. It has for some 
time, been evacyating towns and 
villages on all sides of the base of 
Mont Pelée. ._The new community 
of St. Pierre was quick to move out 
of the danger zone. But human na- 
ture being what it is—consider that 
the eruptions of Etna are defied by 
survivors at its base—life will stir 
in St. Pierre again if the ash. clouds 
of Mont Pelée subside.

the office of ‘public defendér to rep- 
resent ifidigent. accused» persons, ini 
the criminal courts—which has been 
spreading Tapidly throughout the 
country during the past few years— 
has received a powerful impetus re- 
c ae : ' 
This proposed reform, according to 
the press reports, has just received 
approval in a nation-wide preferen- 
tial vote, taken.by ‘the National Eco- 
nomic League with respect to. this 
and other reforms, looking toward 
an improvement in the administra- 
tion of justice. 

Another valuable source of support 
to this essentially humane movement 
for a public defender is the. public 
declaration made recently by Nor 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
Mayor, in which he urged tha‘ such 
office be maintained on. an. equal 
footing with the public prosecutor. 

It_ is significant also that one of 
the present candidates ‘or - District 
Attorney of New York County has 
declared publicly that if elected he 
wili be as keenly interested in pro- 
tecting the innocent as to punish the 
guilty and that the District Attor- 
ney's function is to be nore judicial 
and jess partisan. 

The writer, as chairman of the 
committee on public defenders of the 
New York State Bar Association, re- 
cently presented an outline of the 
public defender proposal ‘ts George 
W, Wickersham, chairman of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s National Commission 
on Law Observance and Enforce- 
ment, and itis hoped that a hearing

The successful demonstration of

LONDON, Nov, 1.—The American 
stock market panic entirely over- 
shadowed all other considerations in 
this week’s markets and will for some 
time continue to overshadow them 
both here and on the Continent. The 
lowering of the Bank of England rate 
gave a sense of great relief, yet a 
good deal of wonder was expressed 
as to why the Bank should have cut 
the rate. to 6 per cent in the face of 
what was undoubtedly a panic crisis. 
The existence of such a situation, 
however, is held in itself to provide 
an explanation for the Bank’s action. 

It was necessary to restore confi- 
dence and to make matters easier 
for any further liquidation which 
may have to come. The mere im- 
provement of the markets, immedi- 
ately after the lowering of the Bank

Not- 
withstanding this increase in re- 
serve, the ratio of reserve to liabili-

This was because of a great in- 
crease in deposits, Private deposits 
rose during the week 1,475,000,000. 

The bank’s holdings of discounted 
mooie. bills increased 1,091,000,000, 
chiefly because of the large amount 
of bilis falling due at the end of 
October and brought to the bank for 
collection. The treasury account at 
the bank. now stands at’ the large 
sum of 6,570,000,000 and the treasury 
elso holds balances abroad aggregat- 
ing $400,000,000. Thus the general 
situation is extremely strong. 


REICHSBANK IN GOOD.SHAPE 


Gold Reserve Rising and Liabilities 
Exceptionally Low. 

BERLIN, Nov. 1.—The Reichs- 
bank’s return as of Oct. 23 was con- 
sidered extremely favorable. Dis- 
counts fell below the  2,000,000,000- 
mark limit, which has not happened 
at this period of the month for many 
months past, Circulation, which had 
decreased to 4,110,000,000 marks, was 
also lower than at the same period 
in any recent month, 


At the same time, both gold and ex- 
change reserves showed further ma- 
terial increase. The week’s addi- 
tion of 7,000,000 marks to the gold 
reserve represented the ‘‘booking’’ 
of gold purchases from London.
